65 Tons of Paint W ill Be Re­ 


quired— The Cost Will 
Be $16,000.00.

Goddeg* of Freedom is one of those i 
who stay in Washington all the time, Í 
never going away during the heated I 
season, but always to be 
found

th e old stand. The Goddess has some j 
peculiarities all her own, one being ¡ 
th a t she oniv semi-eceasionally g e t s 1 
11 
a bath, unless the shower baths given Í 
by the elements may be so called. 
The lady is now getting her scrule 
bing for the first time in three years i 
and twenty-three men are busy with 
soap and brushes iu removing the ac­ 
cumulation of dirt. 
T h e Goddess of Freedom is situat- j

The Szechuan mandarins evidently 
are not interested in conquest.

’ Uir»n rupee has long been recog­ 
nized as money by the Tibetans.

Szechuan that rupees might be made 
at the Cheng-tu mint for 16 cents and 
worked off on the innocent people of 
Tibet at their nominal value.
